How-To Stay Alive 


...... . As Long As You Live

To stay alive as long as you 
live, keep your mind alert by 
feeding yourself new ideas, by 
exploring the world of ideas 
with the help of the books right 
in your own public library, by 
being active in a Home Demon- 
stration club, a garden club or 
such organization. 

There are four major types 
of learning that, continued 
through life, will contribute 
mightily ito the youthfulness 
of mind and spirit, 

First, there is learning about 
what is being done on the pion- 
eering front of one's own occu- 
pation — whether this be home 
making, medicine, storekeeping, 
teaching, or raising a family. 
The person who can honestly 
feel that she is getting better 
and better at her own work will 
be under no perverse psycholo- 
gical compulsion to show that 
disapproval of new methods and 
that resentment against young 
blood that would at once label 
her as being in a state of de- 
cline.

moments, so that boredom has| 


less chance to get in its aging 


that is the mark of spiritual vig- 
or and resourcefulness. 

Third, there is the learning 
of new physical skills. When- 
ever an adult undertakes to ac- 
quire a new skill — typewrit- 
ing, playing an instrument, 
making pottery, or what not, 
she voluntarily enters into a 
situation where she is sure to 
look awkward, at the start, sure 
to make mistakes. The ability 
not to mind looking awkward, 
the ability to make mistakes 
without embarrassment is one 
of the most youth-insuring pow- 
ers. It means that the person 
still sees herself as.an active 
part of the good-tempered, bal- 
anced enterprise of trial and ег- 
ror, of give-and-take. 

Fourth, there is learning 
about some social problem that 
concerns the welfare of other 
people, An educated person is 
спе who voluntarily does more 
thinking than is necessary for 
her own survival. Such a per- 
son is not only educated, she is 
also psychologically young. For 
she has not permitted herself 
to slip into either the self-cen- 
teredness or the apathy of old 
age. She still assumes that one 
part of her human adventure 
to come to grips with those 
wrongs that do harm to her fel-
